Miss Thomp­ 
son said Westarv elt reached in the 
back seat, got his serv ice re­ 
v olv er and stepped ou t of the car. 
There was a scu ffle at the rear 
of the au to, the girl said, and she 
heard two shots. The Negro fled 
as she got ou t of the car and 
fou nd Westerv elt ly ing 
on the 
grou nd. 
It was 15 minu tes later when i 
polic? receiv ed a telephone call | 
say ing that a wou nded man was \ 
in a hou se jov e-n block s from the 
park . 
Brown said he had been shot I 
by a policeman. He was ru shed to 
su rgery in the hospital. 
Police planned to ru n paraffin 
tests on the hands of both men to 
determine if they had fired a gu n 
recently .

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — For­ 
mosa today mou rned 773 dead and 
241 missing in flash floods that 
followed the heav iest rains on the 
island in 62 y ears. 
Another 563 persons were in­ 
ju red, and 134.67 9 were homeless 
in the national disaister. 
The torrential rains fell Friday 
as Ty phoon Ellen bore down on 
Japan after by passing northern 
Formosa earlier m the week . Bu t 
local weathermen said the rains 
on Formosa resu lted from a storm 
in the Sou th China Sea, not from 
Ellen. 
The 
floods 
destroy ed 
9,7 82 
hou ses and damaged 8,67 8 others. 
Mu ch of the damage was in iso­ 
lated commu nities. 
Taipei, the capital and home of 
most Americans stationed on the 
Nationalist island, su ffered little 
from the storm. Some low-ly ing 
streets were flooded Friday night, 
bu t there w as little damage. 
A spok esman for the U.S. com- 
! mand on Formosa said there were 
! no reports of American casu alties. 
Elsewhere the floods wreak ed 
| hav oc, sweeping away roads, rail- 
I way beds and telephone and pow- 


j er lines. 
In the central Formosan town 
of Miaoli, 75 persons died and 
750 hou ses were washed away 
Nearly 24Ms inches of rain fell 
in 36 hou rs in Taichu ng, and wa­ 
ter stood six feet deep in places. 
President Chiang Kai-shek told 
the army to giv e ail possible help 
to the flood v iccims and instru cted 
the cabinet to get a relief pro­ 
gram u nder way immediately .

Bernard J. Moran, Rock Island 
Cou nty state's attorney , said a 
wholesale looting of tolls probably 
started

after the 
bridge, 
owned by the city , was opened in 
1940. The bridge is u sed by an 
av erage of 10,000 au tos and 2,000 
tru ck s daily . Dav enport’s popu la­ 
tion is 81,000; Rock Island’s abou t 
50,000 and nearby Moline, 111., 41,- 
000. 
Thp commission decided Su n­ 
day , at a hastily called meeting, 
to install au tomatic toll-collecting 
equ ipment on the bridge imme­ 
diately . 
Frank lin Wingaid of Rock Is­ 
land, chairman of the commision, 
said thefts were made possible by 
defectiv e design of a treadle sy s­ 
tem Which atu omatically cou nted 
v ehicles passing ov er the bridge 
and helped compu te what each 
owed.

A number of farmers have re­ 
ported to me about a new ty pe of 
fly that is infesting beef and dairy 
cattle. Purdue entomologists have 
received a number of letters con­ 
cerning the fly . They have been 
checking 
different 
spray s 
and 
chemical dusts that may give a 
control. 
Our office received a letter from 
Dave Matthew concerning the hab­ 
its and control for this fly . His let­ 
ter is as follows: 
“The fly that clusters around the 
ey es of cattle and also horses is 
being called the face fly .’ This is 
the first y ear that this fly has been | 
observed in this state, and already 
it is presenting q uite a problem. 
The fly feeds on secretions from 
the ey es and nostrils of the animals 
and may offer a possible mechani­ 
cal vector of pink ey e to cattle. 
Horses are also affected by the 
heavy 
infestations 
that 
gather 
around their ey es. Methox y chlor, 
tox aphene and malathion residual 
spray s as used on beef cattle are 
only partially effective, but will 
give relief for about 14 day s. Dairy 
cattle may be spray ed twice daily 
with sy nergised py rethrum and a 
repellent which will give some re­ 
lief. A suggestion might be the ap­ 
plication of a 4 per cent malathion 
dust applied around the face and 
ey es of the infested cattle. This 
could be applied at the rate of 2 
ounces per head. This could be 
tried on a trial basis. We will keep 
y ou informed on any new develop­ 
ments on the control of this new 
livestock pest.” 
When we receive more informa­ 
tion or a better and more effective 
control means for the face fly , we 
shall be glad to pass it on to cattle 
farmers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — If y ou look blank — think ­ 
ing of the v ariou s labor control bills now k ick ing 
arou nd in Congress — d on’t worry . Only ex p erts 
cou ld u nd erstand them thorou ghly . And they d is­ 
agree. 
This is one of the greatest mish-mashes in y ears. 
So most members of the Hou se — which Tu esd ay 
begins d ebate on p assing some k ind of bill — will 
p robably hav e only a v agu e id ea of what they ’re 
d oing. 
None of them, u nless he was a sp ecialist in labor 
p roblems, cou ld p ossibly k now or gu ess all the im ­ 
p lications in all the d etails and d ifferences, m ajor 
and minor, between the bills. For ex amp le: 
A bill p assed by the Senate months ago has 51 
sections, scores of su b-sections and su bd iv isions. 
A bill ap p rov ed by the Hou se Labor Committee is 
sim ilar to it bu t has at least 100 d ifferences. 
A third bill, sim ilar to both of them, has some 
more d ifferences of its own, and is mu ch tou gher 
on labor u nions than either. Still a fou rth bill, mild ­ 
est of all bu t in many way s sim ilar to the others, 
is not q u ite the same as any of them. 
All fou r bills, becau se of a general feeling in 
Congress that some labor controls are need ed , p ro­ 
p ose d oing something to the ex tent of setting u p 
ru les and p enalties against d esp otic, u nfair and cor­ 
ru p t labor p ractices. 
And all contain a “ bill of rights,” or p rotections 
for ind iv id u al u nion m embers in v oting and say ing 
what they think . Bu t, starting there, the bills go in 
op p osite d irections. They d iffer on p enalties and 
p rotections. 
And they d iffer on what q u estionable u nion p rac­ 
tices shou ld be banned . 
Hou se m em bers will not be acting in a p u re and 
p iou s v acu u m. They ’ll hav e d ifferent motiv es for 
the way they v ote, for what they p u t in a bill or 
tak e ou t. 
Some, p articu larly Dem ocrats, are u nd er obliga­ 
tion to organized labor for help ing them get elected 
in 19 58. They k now they may lose their seats in the 
19 6 0 election if labor tu rns against them for what 
they d o now. 
Some Hou se members, in sy mp athy with labor, 
w ant a mild bill. Some others will honestly w ant a 
tou gh one. Still others will want a tou gh one becau se 
they seem to hav e an ingrained antagonism to or­ 
ganized labor. 
And some Rep u blicans, being p oliticians, may be 
think ing how best they can create a p rofitable is­ 
su e for themselv es and against the Dem ocrats in 
I9 6 0 on the su bject of labor control. 
T hat’s not all. Most members of the Hou se by 
nowr hav e p robably been p u t u nd er great p ressu re 
by organized labor and big bu siness, on op p osite 
sid es of cou rse, to v ote tou gh or mild . The lobby ­ 
ing on a labor bill has been terrific.

Unreliable Witnesses 
Pro blem In Accidents 
Unreliability of witnesses is one 
of the most difficu lt problems of 
law enforcement officials. 
Can y ou tell how fast a car was 
trav eling before an accident? A 


woman showed u p to testify that a 
doctor friend of mine was speeding 
on traffic-congested 38 th Street, in 
the Hoosier capital. 
You wou ld think Air Force men 
with top v irion wou ld be fairly ac­ 
cu rate in estimating a car speed. 
Air Force personnel were giv en 
the test. They gu essed that a car 
— mov ing at 12 miles an hou r was 
going 10 to 5 0 miles an hou r. 
These airmen knew in adv ance 
that they were to estimate the car 
speed. It is ev en less likely that 
lay witnesses can gu ess car speed 
I su ccessfu lly . 
Tests showed that a car’s color, 
body sty le and noise influ enced wit­ 
nesses in their gu ess of its speed. 
It is difficu lt to get police to make 
accu rate accident reports.

And, the roots of 
sod seeded cereals hold the sod on 
rolling land and add organic m at­ 
ter to the soil. 
H essian Fly resistan t Dual is a 
n atu ral for sod seeding in early 
August, says Sm ith. Sod seeded 
w inter oats or barley in alfalfa 
m akes an excellent g rass m ixture. 
| Rye 
gives 
the 
earliest 
spring 
growth, followed by w heat, barley 


l and oats. 
Sod seeding is best done with 
special drills which som e farm m a­ 
chinery dealers plan to ren t to 
farm ers. The sod seeding can be 
done with an ordinary grain drill 
if the soil is m oist. 
Sm ith suggests th at the old hay 
or pasture sod be fertilized when 
sod seeding to stim ulate the growth 
of both the old and new pasture 
crops.

On State Farms

versity report. 
Next low est y ear w as 1957 with 
15.563.000 raised and the highest 
y ear 
was 
1943 
when 
36,212,000 
chickens w ere raised. 
The statisticians point out there 
has been a rath er steady decline 
in the num ber of chickens raised 
since 1950. A large part of this de­ 
cline is accounted for by the in­ 
creased per cent of sexed pullets 
being raised by farm ers. Too, few­ 
er farm chickens are sold for e a t­ 
ing. this m ark et being taken over 
by com m ercial broiler producers. 
Egg type chicks hatched during 
the first half of 1959 totaled 24,- 
913.000 — eight p er cent few er 
than during the corresponding p er­ 
iod of 1958. 
Egg prices during the first six 
m onths of 1959 average 15 per cent 
below those received during the 
sam e period last year. Feed prices 
have rem ained at nearly the sam e 
level as the previous year. As a 
result the egg-feed ratio was 8.9 
com pared to the m ore favorable 
10.5 in 1958.
